The Benton-Bellefontaine Car-Driv- 
ers Give Up Their Strike. 


Submitting to a Reduction of Ten Cents 
Per Day on Wages—Two Trips Missed on 
the Line—Number of Men Employed on 
Street Cars—No Prospect of Reduced 
Wages. 


The dificulties between the management of the 
Beliefontaine Street Car Lineand their drivers in 
consequence of a reduction of the wages of the 
latter were amicably adjusted this morning, and 
the striking drivers who fleft their cars and quit 
work last night, have resumed their oid positions 
When Captain McCullagh, superintendent 
of the road arrived at the stables 
this morning the men were standing about idly, and 
nothing had been done in the way of 
with the day's business. Whenzhe time for starting 
out the first car fell due at 5:18 a. m., he ordered 
the car out, but the regular driver flatly refused to 
perform his duty. An effort was made to find a, 
substitute, but not a willing hand could be found.

4 Giant Struggle Over the January 
Wheat Deal.

— 


The Largest Transactions in Cash Wheat 
Iver Made in This Market—Dave Francis 
Offers 250,000 Bushels of January Wheat 
at 92 Cents aud Mose Fraley Snaps it Up. 


A “corner” in January wheat in this market has 
been the bugaboo of the unfortunates who are short 
this month. Whether a “corner” was to be run or 
not is difficult to arrive at, as it is almost too early 
in the month for one to materialize. The fact re- 
mains, however, that January wheat is away above 
the next option in price; that it is treading close 
upon the heels of the May option; that the value of 
January here is relatively far above the same 
month in any other market, and that most of the 
shorts are badly frightened. Some time ago the 
difference in price between January and 
May wheat here was between 8 and 9 cents, 


and to-day at the same time the two mouths were 
only 444 cents apart. The price here to-day was 
also within & cent of January in New York and 944 
cents above January in Toledo, both winter wheat 
markets. D R. Francis Bros. isthe firm credited with 
having had control of the deal. They were said to 
hold a large line of short contracts, besides holding 
most of the stock of No.2 red (the speculative 
grade and the only kind that can be delivered upon 
contracts) that is now in elevators here. The prin- 
pal shorts have been the Fraley-Carter Commission 
co. The amount actually short by this concern was 
175,000 bushels last Thursday, as 8 then by one 
of the firm. They owe a good deal more than tuis 
to Francis. but have enough owing to them by other 
parties to reduce their actual shortage to the above 
amount. Having possession of most of the cash 
wheat here and holding a good line of 
shorts, Francis Bros. were supposed to hold the 
sugar end of the stick. Especially was this 80, as 
they had their cash wheat sold for May at a differ- 
ence in value between the price they paid for their 
cash and January wheat and for which they have 
it sold for May, so that it paid them carryi 
charges, insured them against loss in their cash an 
January and gave them a dumping ground for ali 
the cash they held or that might be vered them. 
D. K FRANCIS 
was seen this mornin — asked if he could give 
the actual shortage of January. 

“No, I cannot,” he replied, “but it must be large 
from the way the shorts are climbing for January. 
Why, I have been trying to hold her down fora 
couple weeks past and I must have lost a couple of 
hundred thousand bushels in doing so. See here 
I sold this morning five at 88% cents and Sid sold 
five at 89 cents, that the shorts spapped up when we 
offered to sell on the call.” 

“They say that January will be cornered,” re- 
marked the reporter. 

“Cornered!” exclaimed Mr. Francis. Well, from 
the way the shorts are running the market up, I 
think are cornering themselves. 

A complete revolution took place in this January 
deal on the noon call. Shorts were so anxious to 
buy the cash wheat to deliver on their contracts 
that they ran the price up to 9 cents. Then D. R. 
Francis arose from his seat and shouted: 

„Tu sell 250,000 bushels cash at 92 cents!“ 

For a moment or so there was no response. Then 
Moses Fraley — 2 up and said: 

“Wiil he sell any part? Well, III take it all. Ah!“ 
pointing his finger at Francis and smiling, this is 
what I've been waiting for. I’ve got you now!“ 

For a second the boidness of the act stupefied the 
spectators, but when it dawned upon them how Fraley 
had turned the tables, a roar went up from the as- 
sembied members D. R. Francis didn't say a word. 
Joe Carr, the caller, exclaimed with great unction: 
“250,000 bushels at 92 cents; Francis to Fraley!" and 
the call went on. 

“THIS MEANS BLOOD,” 
remarked a dealer. Francis had the ‘Fraley crowd 
too dead to skin, but Fraley by that stroke of his 
has put the boot on the other leg, I think.”

Another class of Depu- 
ties watched the neighborhood of Covington bridge 
for repeaters, and still another, composed of resi- 
dents of Covington, were distributed among the 
voting places for the purpose of identifying 
Covington repeaters if they presented themselves 
to vote.

BY AN UNKNOWN PERSON.

For reasons of their own, Germany and Aus- 


tria-Hungary are encouraging the colonial 


acquisitiveness of France and the extension of 
Russia's Asiatic Empire in the direction of In- 


dia. Russia has already occupied strategic 


positions in supporting distance of the great re- 
volt which is believed to be brewing in India. 
A new policy of colonial expansion has become 


a necessity for Germany, and there are signs 
that she is developing it in harmony with 


France, both poaching on what England has 
been wont to regard as her preserves. It looks 
now as if both of these Powers had co-operated 


toinvolve England in her existing African 
troubles; to aggravate the difficulties thereof 
and to bottle her up, as it were, while they 


make the most of the opportunity. 
What they have done already favors the 
belief that Borneo, the Sooloo' Islands 


and other good things will be gobbled up next, 
and the anxiety caused by this drift of things 
finds voice in thundering Times articles call- 
ing on GLADSTONE to do something or re- 


sign.

The Creeping Rails. 
Sr. Louis, January 5, 1885. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Having read with great interest the article Why 
They Creep” in the P.-D. of the 8d inst., and having 
formed some reasons for this “creeping,” I send 
them to you for what they are worth. It is a well 
known fact that our bridge and the tracks on it are 
not horizontal. but in the form of an are. The con- 
stant running of heavy trains over these rails tends 
to bend them down toward a straight line, and con- 
sequently lengthens them. This result is accelerat- 
ed by either the spring of the bridge, or the 
gum wood blocks spoken of by Prof. Johnson, or

between the two ends. Imagine them having no 
sup and a train running over them. and the 
tendency would be to * in front of the train 
and lengthen at the other end. Now, be the 
8 or “give” in‘the bridge ever so small, it is 
reasonable to suppose the result would be the same. 
The reason that this a never occurs 
on land is because the resistance of the earth is too 
great to allow a track to bend toward a horizontal. 
The fact that this phenomena is only found on 
arched bridges is evidence that there must he 
something in reasoning. I do not 
insist that these are the o reasons for 
this “creeping,” but being very much interested in 
the article, 1 eliminated these ideas from some 
thought on the subject, and find in them more 
„ reasons, to me, than 2 I have seen.

Officer Holmes is constantly prosecuting and con- 
victing drivers for using horses with sore necks and 
backs, and for beating and abusing them with 
whips, neither of which practices cause the animals 
as much real suffermg as to keep their heads 
cramped u in an unnatural position by 
tight check-reins for hours at à time. 
The law reads: Who ever shall torture, torment 
or iiltreat any dumb animal.“ and to my mind the 
cruel use of the check-rein certainly comes within 
the meaning of the law. Let Holmes try it 1 
see. : 


The Creeping Ralls.

I notice in this evening's issue of the Posrt-Drs- 
PATCH an intempsting article discussing the creeping 
of the rails on the St. Louis bridge, and givirg the 
various reasons which have been assigned as causes 
leading to such a result. The records which have 
been kept of this unexampled case of rail-creeping 
seem to clearly indicate that the motion of the rails 
is in the direction of the traffic passing over them. 
If this be a fact, it appears to the writer that 
the first remedy which would suggest itself to those 
annoyed by the evil would be to reverse the. direc- 
tion of the traffic, and thus reverse the rail-motion 


from time to time. and not attempt to tie the rails 
to members of the bridge, and thereby introduce 
strains inthe structure Which are unprovided for in 
the original design of it. All the tracks of the 
bridge are now supplied with electric and sema- 
phore signals. 2 switching apparatus and 
cross-over tracks sufficient to accomplish with 
safety and ease such a reversal of the traffic from 
day today. Let the bridge com try this and 
see if it is not the solution cf the heretofore un- 
solved problem of how to make the rails of the 
great bridge lie quiet.

WARKING FACTIONS. 


Moorefield, W. Va., the Scene of a Bloody 
Strife Between Political Rivals. 
Moorsrizip, W. Va., January 5.—Not since the 
davs of the civil war has there been such excitement 
in this place as the past thirty-six hours have wit- 
nessed. Crowdsof armed and excited men have 
filled the streets, and nothing but the most persist- 
ent and determined effort of the more conservative 
citizens has averted a bloody battle between the two 
hostile camps into which the community is divided. 
But while a pitched battle has been avoided numer- 
ous minor affrays have occurred, in one of which 
County Clerk-elect Wilson was, perhaps fatally, 
wounded, and several of his friends and oppouents 
jess seriously hurt. At the October election County 
Clerk Wiliam Lveb and James Wilson, clerk-elect, 
were candidates for the clerkship. The constitu- 
tional amendment, changing the time of elections to 
November 4, was adopted on that day. Loeb was 
defeated, and set up the ciaim that the amendment 
went into effect immediately. He bad his name 
added to the Presidential ticket, and he was the 
only man voted for. He and his friends 
set up the claim that he was legally elected and he 
222 to take the office by force. it necessary. 
‘nis threat the partisans of Wilson prepared to re- 
sist. Yesterday the adherents of the two men, 
ARMED TO THE TEETH, 
assembled in opposite quarters of the town, each 
determined to obtain possession of the records and 
hold them against the other. Fully halt the citizens 
were thus in the fleld, and with a view of preventing 
bioodshed, the Sherif? summoued a strong posse, 
principally made up of countrymen, and took pos- 
sexsion ofthe office. Business was totally suspend- 
ed and the streets were filled with s- 
bing women and crying children The 
Mayor at once ordered the saloons 
closed. At about dusk Loeb's son, with several 
companions, found Wilson alone and beat him with 
clubs so badly that be may not recover. A rumor 
that he had been killed soon spread and his friends 
became furious. To the number of seventy-five, 
armed with shotguns, rifles and revolvers, they an- 
nounced their determination of storming the Court 
House and killing Loeb at sight. Scattered shots 
began to be heard, and the non-combatants became 
wild with terror. The Mayor aud Sheriff, aided 
by a force of cool, law-abiding meu. succeeded in 
averting bloodshed, but both parties continued 
under arms during the night, and to-day there is 
little abatement in the excitement. Each party nas 
pickets out and there is no solution of the trouble in 


sight.
